Blackburn, Republican, a majority of 
about 150 over John S. Whetstone, 
Democrat, for the Assembly. War- 
ren Worth Bailey of Johnstown is 
conceded a majority of 500 over 
Jesse L. Hartman, Republican, for 
Congress. 
The election by some, is 
considered a landslide, but there 
wasn't any landslide in it, and the 
studied returns indicate a confidence 
in the administration policies. 
The confidence is shown by a prob- 
able gain of six Democrats in the 
United States Senate and decrease of 
six in the Republican ranks. 
The 
former United States Senate consist- 
ed of 53 Democrats, 42 Republicans 
and one Progressive, giving a .work- 
ing majority of 10. The new Senate 
•will likely be composed of 59 Demo- 
crats, 36 Republicans and one Pro- 
-gressive, giving a Democratic work- 
ing majority of 22.

Secretary of Agriculture Biscusseg 
Meat Shortage 


Chicago,' 111., November 2.—Ad- 
dressing . an audience composed of 
stock-raisers from practically every 
State in the Union, at the National 
Dairy. Show convention here recently, 
Secretary Houston of the United 
States Department of Agriculture de- 
clared the short meat supply to be 
one of the most serious problems con- 
fronting American agriculture. Mr. 
Houston approved the plan of cattle 
raising on large ranches and declared 
that no effort would be spared by the 
Federal Government in further in- 
creasing production from this source 
but insisted that the proper solution 
of this problem depended on an in- 
creased interest in live-stock raising 
by farmers and in a more systematic 
control and eradication of hog chol- 
era, cattle tick and tuberculosis. 
Figures were quoted froin Govern- 
ment reports, showing that the pro- 
duction of meat in the United States 
during the past 14 years had fallen 
off 3,000,000,000 pounds and that the 
population of the nation during this 
time had increased 22,000,000. 


Pennsylvania Farmers Complete Hay 
Mowing 
Washington, D. C., November 2.— 
Pennsylvania farmers produced 4,- 
083,000 tons of tame or cultivated 
hay during 1914, according to the 
preliminary estimates made tqday by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture. The yield last year was 
4,146,000 tons. 
The product is sell- 
ing for an average of $14.40 per ton, 
compared with §13.70 per ton in 
1913. 
The yield per acre this sea- 
son is 1.30 tons and the quality is 
one per cent, better than the average 
crop for the past ten years.

of the acre yield of the principal farm 
crops of Pennsylvania for this year. 
Ine estimates are based on crop con- 
ditions during the early part of Oc- 
tober. 
The final figures will be~giv- 
en out within a short time, but it is 
reported that they will not differ to 
any great extent with the preliminary 
estimates. 
According to the figures 
the yield per acre of the principal 
crops of this State in 191.4 will be as 
follows: 
Corn 49.4 bushels; buck- 


wheat, 25.2 bushels; Irish potatoes, 
122 bushels; sweet potatoes, 137 
bushels, and tobacco, 1,600 pounds.

FOOT STRAIN 


Tjittle Talks on Health and Hygiene 


by Samuel G. Wixon M. T>. 


Rudyard Kipling makes one of his 


characters in a military tale say "A 
soldier is no better than his feet." 


The man or woman whose occupa- 


tion or duties require them to stand 
or walk for a greater portion of the 
day come to a certain extent in the 
same category—they are no better 
than their feet. 
• 


This is not alone due to their lack 


of mobility but to the ever present 
strain on the nervous system when 
the feet are pardallv incapacitated. 
Anyone who has suffered from the 
breaking down of the arches of the 
feet can appreciate how extremely 
painful this i^ and how serious a 
handicap 
Cases of this sort are of 


an extreme character. 


What people do not appreciate is 
that worn down heels which throw 
the weight of the body to one side or 
other of the foot may cause a contin- 
uous strain when walking or stand- 
ing. 
Many people who are particu- 


larly careful in the care of their 
hands pay less attention to their oth- 
er extremities. 


Our modern shoemakers are turn- 


ing out better shoes than have ever 
been made in the history of the 
world. 
They are less clumsy and 


more 
serviceable. 
Unfortunately, 


however, the dictates of fashion have 
led women and men to wear footgear 
which distorts the natural shape of 
the foot. 


The Roman sandal which permit- 


ted the toes to assume their natural 
position and allowed each one of the 


five to bear its portion of the weight 
and give spring to the step was obvi- 
ously more sensible than the French 
heeled pump. The latter throws the 
weight of the body on the ball of the 
foot and this causes a strain to keep 
the body balanced. This may be an 
unconscious action but it is neverthe- 
less extremely tiresome. 
It is possi- 
ble owing to the craftsmanship of 
present day shoemakers for both men 
and women to secure neat, trim look- 
ing footgear which is sensible in 
shape. 


To be comfortably shod is no small 


factor in the preparation for one's 
daily work and will prove a material 
aid in increasing individual efficiency.
